IMPRISONED MINERS*RESCUED ALIVE. 


Assistance Comes to Them After Eighteen 


. Days of Waiting. 

Hazurrow, Pa., Feb. 23.—‘‘Alive, alive,” 
was the joyful tidings tonight at 11:30 from 
the ill-fated slope No. l.at Jeanesville. After 
being entombed eighteen days in the darkness 
of the mine five of the victims of the terrible 
disaster are found alive. Their names are: 
John Tomaskuskty, J. Mastuskowich, J. Berno, 
Bosco Frinko, and an unknown Hungarian 
who was visiting John Berno. How: they sur- 
vived is a miracie, Nothing like it has been 
known or heard of in the anthracite coal 
fields of Pennsylvania. The searchmg party, 
after the experience in finding Bollock, Reed, 
Ball, and Smith yesterday, were more anxious 
than ever to solve the problem of the fate of 
the remaining five. Not a moment’s time 
was lost today-in the search,- but all in 
vain. No traces of the unfortunate -vic- 
tims could be found until late tonight, when 
Superintendent McFarlane and Caleb Will- 
iams were making a search in the breast of the 
east g of the North Pitch. They were 
startled and horrified to come across the 
bodies of the five unfortunate and yet withal 
fortunate men, They weré lying in various 
positions, all huddled together, in their efforts 
to keep warm. Careful examination revealed 
the joyfal fact that all were still alive. 

They were so weak that with one exception 
they could not be moved. John Tomaskusky’s 
excellent strength: left.him in better shape 
than ‘any of the rest, and he was able to be 
moved to the bottom of the slope of the first 
lift into the engine-house. ~ 

Dr. Doolittle of the village was summoned 
at once and éntered the mine. A large stock 

f blankets was at once secured and the men 
wrapped in them. 

Tomaskusky was just strong enough to 
raise his head and able to look around. He 
was carefully carried to the engine-house 
at .the bottem of the first lift and medical 
aid-given him there. When spoken to he 
raised his eyes. mournfully, a look of 
despair passed over his face, and he muttered 
yey much éick.”? The rest of the men 
could not be midéved, but were cared for just 
where found. The men will not be brought to 
the surface for several days. Careful nursing 
will be given them and every effort put forth 
to save théir lives.

SCHEME FOR THE NAVAL REVIEW. 


Special Commissioner Anderson Outlines 
"His Pian for It. 

Wasnurneton, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special.]— 
In an interview Alex. D. Anderson of this 
city, who has just been appointed Special 
Commissioner in charge of the Eastern de- 
partment of the Exposition, made the follow- 
ing statement relative to the plan and scope 
of the coming World’s Fair naval review: 

**Sec. 8 of the act of Congress creating the 
Exposition provides that the President be em- 
powered and directed to hold a naval review 
in New York Harbor in April, 1893, and to ex- 
tend to foreign nations an invitation to send 
ships of war to join the United States navy in 
rendezvous at Hampton Roads and proceed 
thence to said review. Senator Daniel has 
offered an: amendment to the Sundry Civil 
bill, now pending in the Senate, appropriating 
$250,000 for the necessary expenses of the re- 
view. It will come up for debate in the Sen- 
ate early this week, and will, in my opinion, 
do more than anything else to create active 
coéperation between the Cast and West in sup- 
port of the great Exposition.” © 

* What wilt be the nature of the ceremonies 
attending the review?”’ 

“ They, of course, will be determined by 
the Secretary of the Navy, who will have 
charge of the review and ail expenditures re- 
lating to the same, but if you wish to know 
my opinion in regard to its possibilities I have 
no hesitation in answering the question. The

This agitation 
swept the country. Nearly every farthers’ in- 
stitute in Canada indorsed the idea, and in 
1888 the Reform party emphatically and un- 
conditionally adopted it as the basis of its fis- 
eal policy.

ed. There were others like the Pilgrim Fathers, 
who went to Deiftshaven and then to Plymouth 
Rock. They felt that, as‘to them, their duty was 
somewhere else; to find a home where, in peace, 
they could build up a country, establishing its 
foundations upon the principles in which they be- 
lieved and erecting its superstructure according 
to their convictions. 

Now to that class America gave the promise of 
their hope, and then as the tide of battle surged 


to and fro, as victory perched upon the banner.

_ Factors of Growth and Civilization. 

It was the same man brin here himself, and 
his belief, his 
conviction, bis traditions, his customs, and his 
hopes. When a vessel comes to New York we 
speak as ifa certain number of people had dis- 
embarked. It is not so many scores of men which 
they br with them. They bring their own 
hopes, their habits, their thoughts. their tenants, 
and they remain. Men die and are buried, or 
they pass away, but the subtle and invisible 
truths, the zealons activities remain, survive 
among us, and form a part of the factors of 
our growth and civilization either to . block 
and impair or to aid and help. ane so human 
virtue and all human hepe and all human vices 
come to America. There is somewhere a picture 


‘ abroad of our fathers meeting at that point be- 


fore the pilgrims came to Plymouth, established 
a legislative body unaffected by the institutions 
of the past, separated by the great guif of the 
Atlantic, free from all the vices of governmental 
embarrassment, and building up in the new coun- 
try anewempire. Still more eloquent has the 
picture been drawn of these fathers establishing 
their new Government. There is a new modicum 
of truth in this, for they brought their England 
with them; but as they were not nobles they 
brought no titles; as there werenolanded owners 
they brought no futile tenures and all the obliga- 
tions of futile law; as they had no liturgy they 
brought no hierarchy and no ecclesiastical ranks, 
_ ne? brought the same England that they left 


No man is at the genesis of a movement. That 
grows out ofall the past. We sometimes say: 
*He began”; nay, he only developed. The new 
departures of every day is but the child of yes- 
‘terday. We are not nor were our fathers idle peo- 

le. We are the children of our ancestors, bear- 
ae not upon our faces and body only, but upon 
our minds, a conscience of their lineaments, and 
all that was in them isinus. Andsoin this new 
experiment that was made in America it was 
English liberty made by Englishmen under 
the stimulus of English tradition, merely slough- 
ing off what was popes f for the development in 
America. And let us not forget this truth; let us 
bear itin mind. And for 160 years or more that 
experiment went on. We are sometimes impa- 
tient. We speak of the slowness with which a 
movement is made. Yet all history is full of 
divine patience, which showed itself in the slow- 
ness of human progress. It took 160 years from 
the time John Smith landed at Jamestown to 
make American countrymen of each other. It 
was that long before that fruitful word could be 
said that Washington was the countryman of 
John Adams and Henrys the fellow-citizen of Otis. 


A Werd to Be Treasured. 


My fellow-citizens, how precious is this word 
“countrymen,” and all that is contained in it? 
How much, when you come to think about it?. I 
have not the time this afternoon, but when you 
get to your homes tonight, gather your children 
and your’ family together, separate this white 
ray that we call countrymen from its rainbow col- 
ors, and see how it speaks of common tradition ; 
how it brings up memories of past dangers; how 
it illuminates the landscapes on which common 
labors have been expended ; how it br to our 
minds thoughts of beloved ancestors. It is like 
com togetier around a family picture in one 
great fa gathe with the great-great-grand- 
children when ey ave come to 
the old homestead, and as they walk around 
and see he from whom we descended, that fell 
at Buena Vista; and there isthe man that in 1813 
helped to the Northwest Territory; and 


there is Geor, rs Clark that won it from the 
French and nglis at Kaskaskia; and there is 

rge Washington that gave him the power to do 
it; and there is Hampton and Sidney; there are 
men who fell on the scaffold and were burned at 
the stakes—these are our gncestors. 

Then there are the homestead graves thepagh 
the cemetery in the blue grass; there are God's 
acre in the Shenandoah Valley. There are the 
little churches, ivy-covered, near the throne in En- 

land. These are what we mean to say, so poorly 
by me, when we speak of each other as country- 
mon. having comence hope and looking to a com- 
mon future. ppiause. 

It took 160 years for that idea to be the natural 

rowth of America, and then in the providence of 
God George Washington came. He was.a curioys 
combination of the practical man of today and 
the dreamer of the past. There was no danger so 
great that the clearer power of his vision did not 
pierce it and see safety that lay -upon the other 
side. And yet there was no means to make that 
danger less that his practical eye did not see it 
also. There was no theory so apparently wild as 
to the future of those colonies t his sublime 
imagination did not take it and make it practical 
in the futurity of his day; and yet there are no 
ple so humble, so meager that he did not un- 
: tand how to make it available to the aceom- 
plishment of thi ; etim 
of asa man without imagination. There were 
at least five men As that great galaxy of states- 
men of whom it sg  Aecogg they wane men * 
me imaginatio ey were George Wash- 
ee ag be i a Hent , Thomas Jefferson, Samuel 
ams, and Sammei W arren.

that on this glorious day I woula bring: before 
you; an America of whom the loftiest compliment 
can be paid it is to say that it not: only produced 
but was worthy to produce George Washington. 
[Applause.} An America of whom the highest 
compliment that can be paid to rge Washing- 
ton is to say that he was her som and worthy of 
his mother. 

I have always had—it may be strange to you—a 
sort of sympathy with the Tories.

The Meaning of Colonization. 


Colonization means disintegration. But they 
did not realize the disintegration which means 
confederation ; that it isonly through independ- 
ence that there comes union, that it is only 
through the power of independent.action that 
there comes the highest form of organic and 
united action. The Great Britain of today is 
greater that we have separated from her, and we 
are greater and both together inthe future wil 
be greater for that disin ation. I haven’t the 
time this afternoon, for I find that I haye largely 
overrun the limit set for myself, to try \and de- 
velop what Washington has given to us. Prob- 
ably 1 had better not. ButasIilook at America 
today, as 1 see Canada on the north and Mexicu 
on the south; as I look at our language making 
the circuit of the globe, as I feel the transforming 
powers of the principles that we hold in every 
part of the world, I have no doubt there is some 
organic union before us as eee or greater than 
that which Washington an 
out in the American confederation. 

I sometimes hear about the annexation of Can- 
ada. It grates upon my ears. I do not, believe 
that Canada will ever consent to be annexed. I 
do not want her to be annexed. But I feélwith cer- 


| tainty that Canada and the United States will 


find some federated union on terms of equality 
that will give no sense of inferiority to either, and 
that there will grow.up between us and Can- 
ada an assimilation growing out of that organic 
union that will be as noble as it will be profitable 
aud fruitful. 

Nor have I any doubt that in some -way or other 
we will find the same thing with Mexico.

You know 
that war lasted eight years, and that it was an ex- 
hausting war. At that time the population of the 
country Was small; the means of transportation 
were poor; it was scattered over a great area, 
and that war produced great suffering, great 
deprivation, and at its close the country was al- 
most benkrept- Now, George Washington went 
: is. and led the armies of the Nation 

to their final victory. But this victory was dearly 
purchased. All the way from Quebec, where the 
war was carried on, down through supondenng®, 
Bunker Hill, and all the way down to Charles- 
ton and Savannah, there were battles fought, and 
the soldiers had to march over these same great 
distances, and all over that great area were scat- 
tered those little mounds which you have all seen 


in our churchyards, and beneath each one of those | 


little hitlocks moldered the body of a man who 
fought that we might have the liberty which we 
enjoy sees, 

The speakers who will address us this morning 
will tell you something about what this liberty 
which is so precious to us, has cost the po le of 
this country.

NOT LIKELY TO BE GIVEN AN INCREASE. 


Probable Reply of the Pennsylvania to Its 
Employes’ Demands, _ 

Pirrssure, Pa., Feb. 23.—[Special. |—Gen- 
eral Manager Wood of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany has been in conference here all day with 
seventeen Superintendents of the divisions 
with relation to the request of the employés 
for an advance in wages. While no. -official 
statement has been made it is understoud to- 
night that the general opinion of Manager 
Wood’s subordinates is against the.increase. 
The question of wages wasgiven the chief con- 
sideration. The figures embodied in General 
Manager Wood’s original answer to the de- 
mands were revie , statements were pro- 
duced showing the exact earnings of each di- 
vision of the system, the amount now ex- 
pended for wages on_ each division, 
the amount involved should the increase be 
granted, and the extent to which the-increase 
would diminish the sum required for interest 
on bonds and betterments. 
each of the officials present was that the roads 
could not afford to pay the wages demanded, 
and that the answer given the men by General 
Manager Wood was in accord with the earn- 
ings of the roads. The answer of the manage- 
ment to the men will be. given Wednesday by 
General Manager Wood.

TALLEYRAND’S AMERICAN AND PRUS- 
SIAN PROPHECIES. 

We print elsewhere the remarkable prophe- 
cies made by Talleyrand concerning the fut- 
ure of the United States and of Prussia. The 
first was uttered seventy years ago at a private 
party in Verona and at a time when politi- 
Cians gave no heed to the affairs of this coun- 
try. He warned diplomats not to furnish the 
United States with any pretext for recrimina- 
tion, as it would become ‘an alsdlutely colos- 
sal Power,’’ and ‘* most assuredly should it set 
foot in Europe the status quo would be rudely 
disturbed.’’ At the time of this prophecy the 
, United States had but 12,000,000 inhabitants, 
nearly all living east of the Alleghanies. The 
West was comparatively a wilderness, with 
barely half a million people in its vast area. 
Now it has 65,000,000, and the end is not yet. 
Manifest destiny will absorb the vast region 
north of us into the great Republic. When 
unrestricted reciprocity shall haye been ac- 
cepted it will be followed by political union, 
and by 1900 our population will rise to 85,000,000 
and the available addition of habitable terri- 
tory will be increased by a mullion square 
miles. With Canada and Alaska we shall 
have an area of six and a half millions of 
square miles, While we shall not have an- 
nexed Mexico—because we do not want it—by 
that time we shall have free trade with it. 
This example will bring about the same con- 
dition of affairs in some of the West India 
Islands and the countries to the south of us, 
so that in 1900 there will be presented the 
spectacle of the Northern Continent with 85,- 


of government and 100,090,000 people allied 
together commercially. 

At that time the United States will be by far 
the richest and most powerful Nation in the 
world, with twice the strength of Russia, with 
its greater number of illiterate, superstitious, 
and poverty-ridden inhabitants.

Saxon and Teitonic possibilities. 


BLUNDERS OF A M’KINLEY ORGAN. 

The following paragraph appears in a Chi- 
cago paper: 

Six steamers left Wales last week with tinplate 
for America. The new tariff on tin does not take 
effect until April 1, and by that time there will 
have been imported at old tariff rates enough tin 
to last a year. So, when the free-trade syndicate 
of liars says that tinware is higher on account of 
the tariff, we will know the fact about it. 


This is refreshing. Here is a McKinleyite 
organ which seems never to have read the 
McKinley bill, which is its gospel. The new 
tariff on tin dogs not go into force till July, 
1898, That on tinplate does not take hold 
until July 1 of this year. This curious speci- 
men of a paper, this intelligent instructor of 
the people, has confused sugar, the duty on 
which will cease April 1, with tinplate, the 
duty on which will be more than doubled July 
1, being advanced from 1 cent a pound to 2.2 
cents. . 

Tinware of all kindsis higher than it was 
last October, and it is owing to the tariff, even 
though the higher duty is not collectible for 
four months yet.. It came about after this 
fashion: The price of tinplate at the port of 
shipment in Wales is about 3 cents a pound. 
The present duty is 1 cent, or 3 
per cent. The new duty will be 2.2 
cents a pound, or 78 per cent. It struck all 
the consumers of tinplate in this country 
that they could make considerable of a saving 
by importing all they could under the 1 
cent duty. That has caused an unusual de- 
mand for tinplate, and the manufacturers 
what is usual under 


and yet have found a market for all they can 
make. Doubtless the demand will slacken 
after July 1, and the manufacturers will ask 
less, but the increased duty will be in opera- 


| tion then, so that the price to the consumer 


will not fall, Buyers have had to pay about 
20 per cent more to the manufacturers than 
they did last sunmimer. The increased duty, 
however, will add 40 per cent to the price 
asked for tinplate before the McKinley bill 
passed, 

The state of affairs which has existed for a 
few months and will probably last for four 
months more has been a mos# disagreeable 
one. It has been impossible to make long 
contracts for tinplate, and all who use that 
article been in a constant uncertainty as 
to what would happen. The advance in price 
of tinplate has forced up the price of stamped 
ware by 15 to 20 per cent, and the increased 
cost of cans has shoved up the price of canned 
meats and some vegetables. 

Nobody has been benefited by this increased 
duty on this sidé-of the ocean. All its biess- 
ings have manifested themselves on the other. 
Welsh workingmen have had steadier em- 
ployment, and Welsh manufacturers have 
made more money, but American consumers 
have had to pay more for every article made 
from or put upin tinplate. No work has been 
given American workingmen, and American 


capital, even the capital of those Pittsburgers - 


who were longing so to make tinplate, does 
not seem to be in any haste to engage in ‘a 
business protected by a duty of 73 per cent. 
What can the matter be? Is not the duty high 
enough yet? 


IMMIGRATION AND THE PREMIUM ON 


GOLD. 

It may seem at the first glance that no two 
things can have less to do with one another 
than the premium on gold in the Argentine 
Republic and Italian immigration to the 
United States, and yet the latter is largely due 
to the former. For some years the South 
Afmerican nation has been trying to draw im- 
migrants to its shores to settle up its broad 
areas of untilled fertile land. It has been 
profuse with offers of land grants and of Gov- 
ernment aid. The result was that Italians be- 
gan pouring in in a steadily increasing flood, 
and it looked at one time as if the Spanish 
élement in the population would be drowned 
out and a new Italy be built up beneath the 
Southern Cross. 

But the Argentine Republic began plunging 
into debt. It began playing tricks with its 
currency and did worse than stumptail silver. 
It fooled with “‘fiat’’ with the usual results. 
Gold went up to 300 and everything went to 
smash. The Italian peasant is not highly ed- 
ucated, but he has sense enough to keep.away 
from a country which is flat on its back. Ali 
the Italians in Argentina sent word to their 
friends at home not to come to South Amer- 
ica. The result was a wonderful falling off in 
immigration. Beginning with January, 1890, 
the arrivals lessened steadily and the depart- 
ures increased, until in June last the former 
exceeded the latter only 600. Since then it is 
reported that there have been more departures 
than arrivals. 

But the failure of ienialiian did not keep 
the Italians at home. It only diverted the 
tide of emigration to the United States. And 
the probabilities are that nearly all the sur- 
plus population of Italy will be emptied on 
American shores. When people have once be- 
gu coming here from any foreign country 
they are likely to keep on coming in steadily 
increasing numbers, The first-comers furnish

In 1759 Wolfe captured Quebec, In 1763 
a treaty of peace was made between England 
and France, by which the latter ceded to the 
former all her North American possessions 
except Louisiana, England . agreeing that the 
religion and lawsof the Canadians and the 
rights and privileges of their clergy should not 
be interfered with. That agreement has been 
lived up to except that with the consent of the 
people the criminal iaw of England has been 
introduced. The result is that the Roman 
Catholic clergy have in the Province of Que- 
bec the same privileges they had in France 
before the revolution of 1789. They have the 
right to tithe their parishioners and enforce 
the collection of those tithes by law if neces- 
sary, and they have the control of the educa- 
tion of the Roman @atholic children, receiv- 
ing State aid in addition to what the laity 
may contribute. The extensive possessions of 
the religious orders have not been seized by 


Mexico, and other countries have laid.a heavy 
hand from time:to time on the temporalities 
of the church. 

The Quebec clergy profess to fear that they 
would be deprived of their cherished mghts if 
Canada were annexedto the United States. * 
Perhaps, bemg ignorant of the American 
form of government, they believe this. But 
were Quebec to beeome a State of the Union 
the General Government could not interfere 
with its domestic affairs. If Quebec chose to 
use the French law instead of the common 
law it would have aright todo so. If Que- 
bec preferred that the priests should tithe 
their parishioners it would have a right to let 
them do so. If Quebec chose to put its schools 
in the hands of the clergy Congress would 
have nothing to say on thé subject. The only 
persons who could change the existing state 
of things would be the people of Quebec, who 
are likely to remain for some years under the 
control of the clergy. 

So annexation would not deprive the Roman 
Catholic Bishops and priests of their rights, 
but it would strip them of much of the polit- 
ical mnfluence they have had for years. The 
Dominion House of Commons has 215 mem- 
bers, of whom sixty-five are returned by 
Quebec. About all those seats are controlled 
by the Roman Catholic clergy. They can 
elect Tory or Liberal members as they see fit. 
They have been able always to make better 
terms with the Tories than with the Liberals, 
and they have thrown their influence steadily 
on the side of the former. There seemed to 
be danger of a rupture lately because some 
Manitoba legislation, disallowing separate 
Roman Catholic schools in that province, was 
not vetoed, but the fear of annexation keeps 
Sir John Macdonald’s old allies firm in their 
allegiance. It is the only hope the Tories 
have of success, : 


THE FUTURE CENTER OF POPULATION. 

In a bulletin just issued by the Census 
(Office it is stated that the center of popula- 
tion of the United States June 1, 1890, was in 
Southern Indiana, near Greensburg, about 
twenty miles east of Columbus, Ind., and 
about midway between Cincinnati and Indian- 
apolis. Ten years ago it was eight miles west 
by south of Cincinnati.‘ This shows that the 
center of population is steadily moving te 
wards Indianapolia, but there is a contingency 
coming into clear view which is destined to 
change the direction and locate it elsewhere. 

If the Canadian Tories are correct in their 
claim that the consummation of the Liberal 
policy in the pending election will lead to the 
annexation of Canada to this country, and as, 
however the election may go, necessity and 
manifest destiny will compel the Canadian 
Government to go to Washington and propose 
unrestricted reciprocity, which Sir John 
Macdonald says will be followed by annexa- 
tion, then we may reasonably conclude that 
before the next census Canada will be an- 
nexed, In that case there. will be a 
perturbation of the ‘center of popula- 
tion, for four millions of Canadians 
are living east of a line projected 
north from Greensburg, the present center, 
through Wisconsin and Michigan into the 
British possessions, and there are not quite a 
million living west of it. Thus, if Canada is 


annexed, as Sir John Macdonald thinks it will | 


be if unlimited reciprocity carries, the move- 
ment of the center to the West will be arrest- 
ed by virtue of this north and east addition to 
the population, and the center will be in the 
vicinity of Fort Wayne. Theréafter the line 
of movement will be in the direction of Chi- 
cago, because the western part of Can- 
ada would grow as rapidly in  pro- 
portion as our West, and would drag 
the center a little further west and 
north. Its final location would be somewhere 
between the mouth of the Calumet and the 
mouth of the Chicago River, and there it 
would remain permanently. It would not be 
disturbed again. The outcome of this will be 
that another generation will demand, and the 
justice of its demand will be everywhere con- 
ceded, that the National Capital shall be re- 
moved to the center of population, in other 
words to Chicago, which in: case of Canada’s 
annexation will be that center, as it is now 
the center of social, educational, religious, 
artistic, and political greatness.
